These reports have been published for four years aow, and comprise a significant 
data resource for studies of the residence ^nd migration of college and university 
students. The state-wide nature of the student bodies :Df State University insti- 
tutions has led to a deep iht^rf si \n these data-for-.enjrollment projecting. For 
policy planning, ^and for other administrative purposes* - 

Although most studies of the ^'eographtc Ajigins of. college youth suffer , 
the problem of a valid definition of "residence;" first-time student? studies , ' 
are probablyquite free of *-he customary varo^ables affectfVig definitional n \ 
inconsistency* First-tim^ students- have never. be^n to a college previous to^ 
the term they are reported. Most first-time studeritfe are aanors*'under 21. \^ 
* years of age, single/living at homeVhen applying ,'^nd then attending full- 
tiiiie ~ factors likely to change as thfe students grow older, marry and^ partic- 
ipate concurrently ii non-student Of;Qupations which m^y affect their domicile. ' 
The use of ti.rst-ti|n^. stu '.enti as a meas|ifl of the^ drawing , power* of ^r^institution 
is less subject to t^ie confusion between "permanent arid "student" addresses, and 
can also W more. <ilo$ely relat'^d to the- high school* graduates V' the prececTing 
year in each county.^' , * - ^ ' ' . . * 

• A general pdcture of thjis relationship is, provided by Table 143 in the 
appendi* of this ^report. Howevjer/ because the x^ata' fot the percent entering 
postsecondary education is collected oh- an est'imatQdbasis In the spring be-* 
fore the. actual graduation and three to four months prior to college entrance 
it should be used with caution. While mady hi^h school students have firm 
plans by May of their graduation y^ar, many others do not and' the limitationT" 
of this estimated data should be recognized. g^* \

This year foig-teen new tables^have beerf added, in order to provide basic 
data on the permanent i^asidence of University students in rel^ation to the four 
coordifiatittg areas.* These areas are a policy and plannin"^ framework through 
which the University hopes to better meet the educational needs of the citizens 
-of any given lirea of the state\ while at tb^. same time maximizing the efficient 
use of the existing academic resources, in a given area. To aid this process 
we have included tables which list the* State University Jnstituti^ons in each^ 
area and show the permanent residence distribution of the first-time students 
by area as a perceixt of total enrollment. 

, No study of this magnitude could have been conducted or completed with-, 
out the extensive cooperation of campus personnel apd of those in the £entral 
'staff Office of Institutional Research. Those who wilj use this document will 
be grateful for that effort.
